Any Old Stic k To Be a t A Dog 
pREUM W ARY move. to transfer the United 
State* from uneasy peace to uncertain 
war haw upset many political patterns. 
The Truman administration« which expect­ 
ed to be kept on the defensive in a foreig n- 
policy debate throug hout this year’s cong res­ 
sional campaig h it now in a position to appeal 
lor sympathy and understanding , 
Among the individual casualties of the up­ 
set, thoug h he insists nothing has happened 
which will cause him to ehang e his plans, is 
Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin. His charg e 
that the State Department is harboring Com- 
it umst sympathisers had most of the steam 
taken out of it when the Truman administra­ 
tion switched its Asiatic policy and decided 
to help Korea, Formosa and Indo-China. 
It 
» a y be imag ined that was not overlooked 
w hin the policy was switched. The Truman 
administration never has overlooked a politi­ 
cal ang le yet 


As the new policy goes forward, it will be 
interesting 
to note what happens to both 
S e nior McCarthy and his charges. 
A hint 
that the State Department hopes to tear him 
tc pieces in revenge for mentioning the sk ele­ 
tons in its files is found in the latest official 
statem ent 
It is worth studying as a prime 
example of a public agency using public 
money to carry on a feud in government 
*The overwhelming majority of the Con­ 
gress, the press, the radio and of all channels 
ot public information and the American peo­ 
ple have demonstrated unity of purpose at 
this critical moment* the statement says. 
•There is unfortunately one sour note in this 
erene. We have heard once again from Sen 
•tor McCarthy.** 
There it is again—the claim that anyone 
w ho dares to q uestion the government is 
violating the spirit of unity. 
The sk eletons 
in the closet must be let alone from now on 
lest unity be disturbed—unity being defined 
in this connection 
as a state of letting by­ 
gones be bygones in order that there may be 
no inioritrencc with the mistak es waiting to 
be made in the near future. 


Q N E OF THE most important 
aims of Soviet 
strateg y in 
furthering its world 
revolution is 
to bleed the democracies econom­ 
ically with the hope of thus ren­ 
dering them vulnerable to Red 
attack. 
This crafty line 
of 
thoug nt 
long has permeated Bolshevist 
operations. A prime example of 
it was the Russian blockade of 
Western 
Berlin. 
That 
forced 
America and Britain to maintain 
a long and tremendously costly 
air-lift to provide the city with 
necessities. 
And it’s notable that Moscow 
carried out this coup without ex­ 
pending much streng th herself. 
Now we have the Korean show, 
which is more or less a piece off 
the samA cloth. Russia has two 
main olfjctives in backing Com­ 
munist North Korea’s invasion of 
non-Communist South Korea. 
These objectives are 
(1) 
to 
g ain control of the entiito Korean 
peninsula because of its strateg ic 
value in possible future opera­ 
tions, and (2) to compel Ameri­ 
ca and other western Allies to 
spread themselves and to expand 
economic streng th in defending 
the South Korean republic.

Further­ 
more, the U. S. is faced with the 
need to k eep up a billion dollar 
flow of arms to Western Europe, 
the Middle East and Southeast 
Asia, while keeping its own forces 
set to deal with 
any new moves 
by the Red bloc. 
So that’s the strain Russia is 
putting on America, without tak ­ 
ing on any great additional load 
herself. And Korea isn’t by any 
means the only theatre 
involved 
in this Red strategy. 


AGAIN WE NOTE that while 
Russia has trained 
the 
North 
Korean armies, and has provided 
many sinews of war, the Soviet 
itself hasn’t become directly in­ 
volved. As usual she is using one 
of her satellites to do the heavy 
work for her—under expert Rus­ 
sian military g uidance, of course. 
Evidence that Russia again nas 
been crafty is seen in the reaction 
by the western powers. John M. 
Hightower, 
AP diplomatic expert 
in Washington, reports that ad­ 
ministration officials are begin­ 
ning to regard the Korean war as 
a long, difficult and costly strug­ 
gle for America. 
Hightower adds that, depending 
on how the fighting goes, this 
development of a less optimistic 
outlook about an early end to 
the war apparently 
means 
a

OVER IN CHINA the Chinese 
Communist regime 
has 
served 
notice on the United Nations that 
it is determined to capture the 
big island of Formosa “despite 
any military steps of obstruction 
tak en by the United States gov­ 
ernment.” America has assigned 
naval units to protect Formosa, 
which is the seat of Generalissimo 
Chiang 
Kai-Shek ’s 
Nationalist 
government and his last strong­ 
hold. 
And what is the significance of 
this? Well, it means that Moscow 
is pushing another of its satellites 
into the foreground 
to challenge 
America. It is an effort to mak e 
the United States weaken itself 
by widening its operations. 
That there is the mak ing of a 
long and costly struggle in Korea 
certainly is in the cards. As this 
column has pointed out before, 
Russia is in the position of pour­ 
ing an endless stream of Man­ 
churian and Chinese Communist 
troops down through the North 
Korean funnel into South Korea. 
So long as this can continue there 
always will be new Red troops 
to tak e the place of those k nock ed 
out. 
The U. S. A. will have to bring 
a mighty lot of military strength 
into play before the situation c'*n 
be overcome—and that will tak e 
time. This accounts for America

action in ordering use of the 
draft to bring her armed forces 
up to full operating strength for 
the Korean war.
